‘There is a real life, and there is a vain 
lifes 4 lives possible to be led. One is 
ralking ing “to 
the inner truth df things, 
the other walking in a vain show. One is 
thorengbly ¢ruthfal, the other in itsessential. 
character partakes « of the nature of fiction. 
The former is not necessarily more sober 
and sedate than the latter, is not less joyous, 
nor less sublime, nor has it any less of the 
pleasares of the imagination. The real life, 
in fact, may be, and is, as much grander 
than the vain us the real Niagara is grander 
than the panorama that represents it. It 
may be as mach more joyous as the shining 
angel is more joyous than the perfumed dan- 
dy. It may be as much more brilliant and 
beautiful as the diamond is more brilliant 
and beautiful than the paste or glass that 
imitate it. It is the pare solid gold instead 
of a mere gilding. It is all that it would 
seem to be. It is at the centre what it is 
on the surface, It is in heart what it is in 
word, or look, or act. It is not less in ap- 
pearance, but it is more in reality. We 
think of the angel as a creature of splendor, 
of superlative beauty, and most exultant 
happiness; and his we know is real life, and 
none the less so thongh so bright in its ap- 
pearing: But there is nothing empty in it, 
nothing for mere effect, nothing that will 
fade or disappear or prove spurious in the 
end. 

We walk so mach in a vain show, our life 
is so unreal, that in our humiliation our 


judgment is taken away. There is such a 


degree of ballacination in all our living, that 
we are ever in part deceiving or deceived. 
There is a little delusion in all we think 
or do. Probably the best human life that 
has ever been lived on earth has been in 
great measure a vain life. Jesus Christ, 
the perfect man, has lived the only perfectly 
real life that the world has ever seen. In 
it there was nota trace of vanity; no false- 
ness, nothing self deceiving. In every part 
it was true in itself, and true to its end. 
Nothing was over-estimated, nothing was 
under-valued. He did nothing ander the 
sun to be seen of men. Not so, however, 
with man. There is the thought of the ap- 
pearing in all that he does. David had a 
most, profound conviction of this fact. 
“ Surely every man,” said he, “‘ walketh in 
@ vain show.” Every man walketh in an 
image or inashadow. It means that every 
man’s life is an unreal one, that it is more 
or less a shadow of the substance, an image 
of the reality. Not that every man is fop- 
pish, or disagteeably conceited, or puffed 
up with pride, or particularly fond of dis- 
play; but that a good part of all that now 
makes up his experience, and his inner as 
well as outer life, will ultimately fade away 
and prove itself to have been only show in- 
stead of substance. 
Destruction of our Common Schools. 

We hesitate not in n boldly saying that the 
intention of the Roman Catholics is the ut- 
ter destruction of our 3 — common 
school system. 

The demand made upon the Legislature, 
for a pro rata of the Public Scheol money, 
is one evidence, Were the demand, bow- 
ever, unaccompanied by any other docu- 
ment; did it stand alone, and upon its sim- 
ple merits plead nothing else but personal 
justice or want, the assertion we make might 
be based more upon inference than fact. 
But with this demand for the pro rata is a 
pamphiet of thirty-two pages. ‘This pam- 
phiet is a labored assault upon our Common 
Schools—not the Common Schools of Cali- 
fornia; but Common Schools in the United 
States.“ To depreciate them materially, 
the public schools of Europe are favorably 
nofited—held up, in fact, as models. To 
damn them entirely, the great aim of the 
pamphlet is.to create the impression that 
the influence of the Common Schools is per- 
nicious ‘and ‘immoral, disastrous upon the 
morals of our youth, and that, too, not mere- 
ly in exceptional cases, but in consequence 
of the vice inherent to the whole plan. We 
select at random and at length some of the 
charges of this Roman Catholic tractate 
bearing upon the case in hand. On page 5, 
it says: 

“Mere instruction in reading, writing, 
arithmetic, geography, and book-keeping, 
will not train the pupil to self denial, to vir-

“If the Common Schools of the country 
be managed elsewhere as recent develop 
ments have proved to be the case in New 
York and Boston, it may be fairly inferred 
that there is something radically wrong in 
the whole system, or what amounts to the 
same thing, in its practical working. From 
what we have said above, the entire organi- 
zation of Common Schools in this country is 
based upon erroneous principles, subversive 
of parental rights and of the liberty of con- 
science; and hence we need not be at all 
surprised to find that it is working badly, 
and that the public are beginning.to dis- 
cover its evil influence on the morals of 
the rising generation. How can an evil 
tree bring forth good fruit? The frightful 
increase of crime, especially in our large 
cities, where the system is most fully carried 
out, should of itself open the eyes of all 
men who have the of the country at

heart.” 


Catching the tone and temper of such a 
widely circulated pamphlet, we were not at all 
surprised at the course of Mr. Montgomery 
in the Assembly last week, when be out- 
raged the State itself by accusing the Pub- 
lie Schools of San Francisco of barlotry- 
Thank Heaven! that the overdosed venom 
nauseated its doctors to death,—the reac- 
tion of the infamous slander has already 
done more to damage the canse Mr. Mont- 
gomery represents, than months of opposi- 
tion. 

Let the people of this State bear in 
mind that this present modest. demand for 
the pro rata is nothing but war on our Com- 
mon Schools; a war that seeks not only | 
their destraction but their everlasting in- 
famy. In the prosecution of it, some of the 
leaders have become morally insane,—they 
are unable to discriminate between the sys- 
tem, as such, and its administration—that 
it is possible ſor an intriusically good sys- 
tem to be perverted by the administration 
of unscrupalous and corrupt men—buat it 
does not follow that therefore the system 
itself must be repadiated. Bad men, the 
vilest of the vile, have been robed in canoni- 
cals; must, therefore, mother Church be 
declared a harlot? A weak President 
brings a Republic into the throes of disso- 
lation, is this prima facia evidence that an 
intelligent people are utterly unfit for self- 
government? If school commissioners in 
New York and Boston have grossly ad- 
ministered their office, must the glorivas 
system of our Common Schools be swept 
out of existence? But we will not discuss 
this subject further, nor dwell on the 
wretched fallacies and transparent sopbisms 
of the accompanying “ Tractate”—or Re- 
view of Brownson. 

The war is systematically pinened, The 
Catholics have no idee, much less any hope, 
that the present Legislature will pass the 
bill advocated by Mr. Montgomery. The 
passage of the bill is wisely set for a future 
time. Public sentiment is not ripe for it 
to-day. Agitation must prepare the way; 
then the politicians must take their cue. 
“The Church bas power.” This, the index 
finger and the low whisper of the priest sig- 
nificantly suggest. The politician under- 
stands what that means. Bat what if the 
Legislature, in its fear or love of the politi- 
cal power of the Roman Catholic Church, 
should make the pro rata bill a law ?— 
What if that which is wholly unsolicited by 
Protestants, and protested against by the 
common interests and intelligence of the 
eountry, is inaugurated as the policy of 
State, for the special accommodation of the 
Papiste? We see nothing before ns but a 
perfect plunder of the publie money by both 
Protestants and Papists. We say Protest- 
ants, for we do not see how it is possible 
for human nature to stand by unmoved and 
indifferent, when invited by law to scramble 
for the spoils, provided “ thirty” children 
can be found to justify-the game.

Eprronx Paciric:—The virulent assaults 
of sectarian bigots have been commenced. 
The sworn enemies of our liberal institu- 
tions, after mature ‘deliberation as to their 
plan of action, have opened their batteries, 
which during years of active preparation 
have been amply supplied with ordinance 
and ammunition, in the shape of ex parte 
statements, ponderous and sophistical argu- 
ments, agonizing appeals to prejudice and 
passion, mean insinuations ; audacious, slag- 
derous falsehoods ; and base, vile, envious, 
insulting, malicious, vituperative denuncia- 
tion. Much as was known of their senti- 
ments, feelings and intentions, few were pre- 
pared for the startling demonstration made 
in the Assembly last week, through their 
carefully selected and fully charged piece of 
heavy ordinance that but a short time before 
had been in the service of the secessionists, 
belching forth the fiery missiles of sectional 
hate and treasonable vengeance. But, fig- 
ures of speech aside. Our common schools, 
which we have ever delighted to contem- 


plate as the most noble of our institutions, 


the palladium of our liberties, and the hope 
of our civilization, have been arraigned as 
“a system of oppression, bigotry and ty- 
ranny ;” dens of “infamy and vice;” and 
“a common table from which our children 
are compelled ta snp the black broth of in- 
famy and crime.” 

The present contest is one which seems 
to depend mainly upon the desire of rival. 
politicians to secure the support of an ele- 
ment which is regarded as the balance of 
power in conventions and at the polls. The 


real friends of our institutions, whether 


Catholics or Protestants, deprecate this 
movement; but the mistaken zeal of some 
good men, the sectarian bigotry of fanatics, 
and the unhallowed ambition of unscrupu- 
lous demagogues, united with the treasona 
ble machinations of the enemies of our Gov- 
ernment, have culminated in an organized 
effort, which should call forth the united en- 


ergies and earnest remonstrance of every 


friend of enlightened Christianity and lib- 
eral civilization. 

It has been confidently claimed that there 
is a majority in the Legislature favorable to 
this scheme to appropriate for sectarian pur- 
poses the public funds which the constitu-

| Theodore Payne. 
Last Thursday a large assembly met in 
the First Congregational Church of“ this 


city, convened by the ſuneral of Mr. Theo- 
dore Payne. The profound respect in which 


he was held by all that knew him, and bis | 


prominence as a man and citizen of San 
Francisco, and the mournful circumstances 
attending his death, will justify us in pub- 
lishing some of the remarks of the Rev. 
Mr. Willey, who preached the sermon on 
the occasion: 

We are all mourners together to-day! 
The affliction that has assembled us on this 
occasion is one in which we all share. Fre- 
quently of late, have we béen called to part 
with well-known and highly respected citi- 
zens. Unexpectedly, and in the prime of 


Mife, they have fallen, and we miss them 


from their accustomed places! It seem as 
if they had only gone a journey, and would 
return again as they were wont to do.— 
and it is very hard to realize that we shall 
see their faces amongst us no more. Bat 
this sad lesson we must learn, as time 
passes away, and others fill the places they 
once occupied. 

And now another has fallen, and the 
event has touched the whole * with 
grief. 

Mr. Payne was one of those men whose 
very life seemed to be ‘identified with San 
Francisco and California. And be was a 
man whose life was a force, a stirring energy 
that was always accomplishing something. 

He was a man of quick perception, com- 
prehensive in his plans, aud in 
their execution. 

Arriving here early in 1849, he at once 
identified himself with this city, made ss 
interests Ais interests. In this, he was not 
u little distinguished among his fellow-citi- 
zeus. His business, which was connected 
with real estate, led him to study carefully 
the prospects of the place, and he was en- 
thusiastic in the belief that it would become 
a great commercial metropolis. Upon this 


‘conviction be based his whole action, and 


by his advice influenced that of others 
And be carried this feeling out to an extent 
equalled by few others, 

In times of trial, when cloads of adversity 
were on us, and the future seemed, to most, 
to be very ancertain, he was always hope- 
ful—always confident of the ultimate pros- 
perity of the city. He was one of those 
elastic-spirited, energetic, constructive men, 
whose very presence in a place gives an air 
of thrift and progress, 

He was quick to perceive what things 
were necessary to the city’s growth and 
welfare, and with these he identified bim- 
self with all his heart. When fires were 
breaking out now and then among the com- 
bustible buildings of the town, he was with 
the firemen. When their work was more 
than ordinarily one of daring, @xposure and 
expense, there, with the great body of our 
business men, he was with them. When 
the tap of yonder Monumental bell sent a 
thrill through the city, and brought every 
man to his feet; even if it was from sound 
sleep at midnight, he was among the. fore- 
most abroad for the public defence, 

And no institutions of a pablie character, 
having for their objeot the public good, 
were accustomed to apply to him in vain. 
His subscriptions were always among the 
largest toward building churches, establish- 


ing schools and institutions of learning, and 


providing asyloms and charitable instito-| 
tions for the poor and upfortanate. His 
generosity was a well-known trait of bis 
character, and the. safortanate and desti- 
tate never failed to find in him sympathy 
and general expression of it in material aid. 
His characteristics emineutly fitted bim to 
be one af the. ofthe city, and well 
did he do his- work. 

1t was bie hope and-expectation to teture 
bere with all his family, and enjoy a life in 
the city of his early adoption, sad in the 
founding of which he had taken so active a 
part. To that end all his plans were shaped. 
And their success gave him every confidence 
that he would realize his anticipations ; for

Religious 8 Statistics. 
Eprror Pactrio: — It is so seldom that 
Californians find any thing in religious sta- 
tistical tables to be vain of, that you will 
pardon the vanity in calling atteation to the 
following: 

In the reports of the Congregational 
Churches of America for A. D. 1860, we 
find that to every hundred church members 
there are ninety-six members of their Sab- 
bath schools. The ratio of Church and Sab- 
bath school is less than one in Vermont, 


Jersey, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Michigan, Mis- 
souri, Nova Scotia and New Brunswick; 
being least in New York, 90; New Jersey, 
63; Connecticut, 57; and Pennsylvania, 54. 
The rest are not much above one, with s 
single exception. The largest being Cana- 


32; Wisconsin, 1 to 36; and California, 2 
to 88. This large ratio for California will 
only be reduced to 2 to 67 by adding from 
a former report the membership of one 
church failing to report in this; and only 
to 2 to 66 by doing this, and dedueting the 
schogis at missionary stations where there 
are no churches. Of California churches 
reported, we have the highest: Oroville, 3 
to 87; Sacramento, 4to—; and Petalame, 
4 to 16. 

We should like to see the results of a 
similar examination of our other denomina- 
tional statistics, and find if ** be distinct- 
ively Californian. 

What is the cause of this? Are Califor- 
nia Christians extra zealous in Sabbath 
schools, or do they lack appreciation of the 
advantages of local church membership?

Division of the Old School Church. 


As goes the State so goes the Church, at 
least down South. The religious papers 
there are discussing the expediency and ne- 
cessity of Church separations or secessions. 

The Baptist churehes as represented in 
some of the Associations, though they have 
no Northern connections to sunder, ecclesi- 
astically, yet have promptly ranged them- 
selves on the side of the Seceders. The 
ritual of the Episcopal Church has been al- 
tered for the latitude of the Confederate 
States, and now other events are “casting 
their shadows before.” | 

The Southern Presbyterian, of Columbia, 
S. C., coolly discusses the probabilities of a 
division of the Old School Church. With 
imperturbable temper it quietly discourseth 
thus, and as if by authority:

South. And evidently it is one which be 
fore long must be fully discusssed, and 
definitely decided. 

The Presbyterian Church has always 
held that the real essential unity of the 
Church of Christ does not depend on or re- 
quire unity of outward écclesiastical organi- | 
zation; and not only so, but that this unity 
is often best preserved and promoted by 
separate and independent ecclesiastical rela- 
tions and associations. Hence it has re- 
peatedly happened that the Presbyterian 
Church has divided, not only by lines coin- 
eiding with the boundaries dividing political 
commadities, but within the same political 
and geographical limits; and the real good 
of all parties has been promoted by the 
division. Even apart from all differences 
as to doctrine or order, considerations of 
propriety, convenience, or pradence, have 
been regarded as justifying separate Church 
institutions, and separate, independent asso- 
ciatiou and action. 

Among these considerations different geo- 
graphical and political relations huve ever 
been recognized as especially demanding 
this division. And the reasons of this are 
so obvious as to be universally acknowledged 
and acted on. Even in the consolidated 
British empire this is the case. The Pres- 
byterian Church iu England, Scotland, and 
Ireland, bas, and always has had, its sepa- 
rate, indepeudent orgauizations. 

We believe, therefore, that it twill be ul- 
timately found desirable and proper for the 
Presbyterian Church in the Co Con/ederate 
— to be completely organized separately 

and independ from the 
Church in the United States. We hope 
this will not be made necessary by any cou- 
trariety of opivion or conflict of feeling be- 
‘tween us and our brethren at the North on 
the subject of slavery or aug other sul jeet.

If it 
were one forced upon us by a doctrinal, 
ethical, or disciplinary controversy—and so 
a schism in the faith, or affections, or order 
of the Church—it would be shameful, and 
wicked, and bortful.

‘ astical , and for the reasons we 
have indicated, it mast result in good to 
both parties.

: day, instead of the usual day, Friday. We 


hope his example will be widely copied by 
Judges who may hereafter be called upon 
to peform the disagreeable duty of sentenc- 
ing unhappy criminals to capital punish- 
ment. The custom of appointing execu- 
tions for one invariable day in the week, is 
a remnant of a barbarous superstition, which 
we are pleased to see Judge Campbell has 
independence enough to disregard and dis- 
countenance. Apart from a degrading su- 
perstition, which this custom has done much 
to foster and encourage, Friday is as good 
a day of the week as any other (always ex- 
cepting the Sabbath ); and there is no 
reason why the stigma of “ hangman’s day” 
should continue to be fastened upon it. 
Judge Boise, of Oregon, was the first, to 
our knowledge, to abolish this inviduous 
distinction of days; but Judge Campbell is 
no less entitled to credit for throwing off the 
fetters of custom in this respect. 


Hints on Hymn and Tune Books.” 
Paciric : —It was stated in a 


former article that in order to succeed in 


congregational singing, the assembly must 
be supplied with “Hymn and Tune Books.” 

In the present article, I shall speak of 
such tunes aa are adapted to public worsbip. 

Ist. Tunes should be of an easy flowing 
melody, such as may be understood by a 
congregation,—not complicated, elaborate, 


or difficult in measures, rhythmies, or melo- 


dic intervals. Tunes that have acquired 
no association unfavorable to the worship 
of the sanctaary, or of a light, frivolous 
character, or the low and vulgar, which 
alike prove offensive to religious propriety. 
I would not be understood to diseard all 
classic tunes of the great composers of Ger- 
many, Eogland or any other country, but 
would select from them those of easy struct- 
ure, such as express a cheerful and joyous 
emotion. They should have simplicity, 
vivacity, and a chaste, and church-like | 
character. As the human harp bas many 
strings, and each string is capable of giving 
many sounds, a collection of tunes should 
be as various as the sentiment of the hymns, 
or the circumstances which call together a 
worsbiping assembly. 

Having gone throngh with care a course 
of musical reading, and examined with at- 
tention the works of some of the best au- 
thors, I have become convinced that there 
is uo book extant (coming under my notice) 
so well adapted to the purpose of song in 
the sanctuary as the Sapspata Hrux anp 
Tung Bock.“ 

This book contains many new tunes such 
as are not generally known in our churches, 
and many old tanes brought to something 
like their primitive form. A first glance 


at the tunes might lead to the supposition 


that there was too much sameness, bat on 
examination it will be seen that most of the 
tunes are written in quarter notes, and the 
similarity is to the eye, and not to the ear. 
Even-noted tanes have a decided preference 
for congregational uses. The rhythmical 
notations, constitutes one of the peculiari- 
ties of the work, There may be a preja- 
dice in the minds of some in reference to 
the restoration of this ancient rhythmical 
form of many of those time-honored tunes. 
For instance, the Old Hundreth, Dundee, 
etc. It might be considered irreverence 
for sacred things in the minds of some to 
change the harmony or think of improving 
the Old Handreth. Bot the Rev. Mr. 
Havergal has collected twenty-eight differ- 
ent composed parts woven into variegated 
harmony to satisfy the desires of the musical 
world from time to time. He saye, “ This 
old tune was regarded as one of the most 
lively and cheerfal in the whole psalter.” 
Dr. Watts says, It is tiresome to dwell so 
long on every note, it disguises the music, 
and puts the singers quite out of breath. It 
must be a satisfaction to every lover of those 


old chorals to see indication of their return 


to their rhythmic youthfulness, and the 
wheels of our musical charjot moving faster. | 
The Sabbath Hymn and Tune Book has 


a great variety of natural, simple-flowing 


melodies, easy to sing and well adapted to 
the sentiment of the hymas over whieh they 
are written. Another peculiarity of this 
book is that notwithstanding the majority 


of the tanes express a cheerfal emotion, it is 


not deficicnt iu the soul-stirring minor, which 
so characterized the masic in former days. 
The range of the minor key is not limited to 
a mournful and subdued feeling only. It 
is a gross misrepresentation by many that 
the minor is only fit to be sung when the 
soul is bowed in contrition and bereft of 
strength. It is true that humility, confer 
sion, and reverence, are very impressively 


expressed by the minor. It is sedate, 


thoughtful and majestic, and yields not 3 


particle to the major, in dignity or strength. 
The tunes in this work more nearly 
resemble those which were used in the re- 


formation than can be found in any other 


collection. Such tunes could and did bear 
the roll of thousands of voices in unison, 
when Luther’s heart gushed forth with 
such strength of thought, as to astonish 
the whole — world. Many of those 


| 


tunes are taken from, or resemble those 
connected with, the immortal names of 
Morley, Byrd, Gibbons, Tallis, Farrant, 
etc., whose works ate classics, and stand 
forth as the highest type of the genuine 
ecclesiastical style, and are said by some 
to be the foundation on which Hande! 
built the stupendous structures of his 
choruses and oratorios. 

In a future nomber [ may compare the 
Sabbath Mymn and Tune Book with 
other kindred works, and speak of the 
Chants, Anthems, etc. D.

The following is the despatch to the Ala, 
Bulletin and Union: 
Sr. Lovts, April 5th.— A special dispatch 
to your agent bere from Washington, says, 
the following Californian appointments were 
made yesterday. Rankin, Collector; Ste- 
rens, Superintendent of Mint; Denis, (7) 
Melter and Refiner; Cheeseman, Sub Trea- 
surer; Parker, Postmaster of San Fran- 
cisco; Mudge, Appraiser General. 

On Saturday last there was a flare up at 
the White House between the Delegation 
from California, who called npon the Presi- 
dent to protest against Senator Baker's in- 
fluence in the appointments. Baker was 
invited by the President to be present. 

Nunes presented the memorial, which was 
numerously signed, and Simonton presented 
a protest, each accompanied with remarks. 
Simonton also read from a paper severely 
reflecting on Baker. The President pre- 
served the memorial and protest, but threw 
Simonton’s note in the fire, because he con- 
sidered the remarks disrespectful to his 
friend, whom be had known for twenty-five 
years. The delegation withdrew rather ab- 
ruptly, but at the request of the President 
called again in the afternoon, when matters 
were managed more pleasantly. The course 
of the President is spoken of as somewhat 
Jacksonian. 

The special Washington correspondence 
is filled with reports of a warlike character, 
which may be thus summed up: 

On the night of the 3d April, a steamer 
attempted to enter Charleston harbor. She 
refused to show her colors, and was fired 
into by the Battery on Morris Island, and 
put to sea. 

Sumter must be abandoned, or relieved 
at once. Anderson’s supplies are completely 
cut off. 

Great activity prevails at the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard. Several vessels were expected 
to sail last night. . 

A flag of truce was sent by Major Ander. 
son to Governor Pickens yesterday, but the 
purpose is unknown. 

The Southern Commissioners demand the 
immediate surrender of Sumter and Pick- 
ens. 

The preparations for an attack are com- 
pleted at Sumter and rapidly burried on at 
Pickens, 

The impression is it will be made at both 
points in a few days. 

The policy of the United States Govern- 
ment now is to hold Pickens at all hazards, 
and reinforce it if necessary. 

The Gulf squadron has been ordered to 
co operate with Slemmer. 

It is not yet settled whether Pickens has 
been already reinforced. 

It is believed the activity in the Navy is 
designed for the collection of revenue in the 
Southern ports on shipboard. 

Other accounts say it is for the purpose of 
preventing the seizure of San Domingo by 
Spain. 

The Attorney General is now considering 
the legality of the collection of the revenue 
on men-of-war. 

The troops from Texas at New York are 
again ordered south. 

The Virginia Convention adjourned sine 
die last night. The final result of the pro- 
ceedings has not been telegraphed yet. 

Several resolutions reported by the ma- 
jority of the committee had been adopted. 
One opposes the formation of geographical 
parties; another declares the Territories 
constitute a trust to be administered for the 
common benefit of the several States, in- 
stead of the United States; another, that 
the forts, etc., are to be used to protect the 
country against foreign foes. 

A motion to insert an ordinance of im- 
mediate secession was rejected—45 to 89. 
Here ends report of proceedings for the 
present.

PLANTING TREES. | In the first place I bave the right kind of 


Persons intending to to plant trees should 
begin to think of the matter now, so as to 
be ready to enter upon the work as soon as 
the opening of the ground will permit. If 
the selection of the land, the selection of 
trees, the varieties to be used, and the dis 
tances spart at which they are to be set, 
are to be left until May, when the lark is 
whistling on the top of the maple, the work 
will probably be done in such a hurried 
manner as to cause many mistakes. All 
these preliminaries may be- arranged by the 
sitting-room or kitchen fire, and may be 
sided by the suggestions of the women, or 
by those of the sons who are to assist in the 
labor.

If there are plenty 
of roots, and one or two of them come up 
quite near the surface, while all the others 
are well below, cut off the upper ones, as 
they will be likely to throw up suckers con- 
tinually. 

Trees should be selected that have been 
formed in the nursery, as those that have 
not been are materially checked in growth 
by frequent alterations in their amount of 
top. ben trees in the nursery are form- 
ed, those may be selected that are moch 
alike in size and figure, and the planter may 
have before him an orchard not only of good 
frait prodacing trees, but those doing him 
credit in their similarity to each other, aud 
in their symmetry of form. 

Fifty trees such as we have describled, 
and set, as suggested above, will be more 
productive than oue hundred of an indiffer- 
ent description, aud set in a careless man- 
ner.

GREEN WOOD AND DEY WCOD.
